Gentlemen , 

I beg  to  submit  an  interim  Report  on  tne  Sanitary 
condition  ol  tne  District  Dor  tne  year  1018.  In  accordance 
if i til  instructions  Iron  tne  Local  Government  Board  having 
regard  to  tne  necessity  Dor  economy  of  paper  Interim  Reports 
only  should  be  made  and  should  be  conlined  "to  essential 
ttand  urgent  matters  whicu  nave  aDDected  tne  public  nealtn 
a during  tne  year,  especially  any  matters  arising  from  or 
"connected  with  the  War  out  breams-  oD  Infectious  Disease 
"'and  measures  for  maternity  and  Guild  Welfare,  together  witn 
“•any  exceptional  administrative  measured  tanen  or  recommended 
“■by  tne  Medical  officer  of  health". 

The  continued  demands  of  the  Military  Authorities 
on  tne  man  power  of  the  District  has  still  further  depleted 
the  numbers  of  young  men  in  the  District  and  the  strain  on 
older  men  has  been  very  great;  every  branch  of  industry  in 
tne  District  has  -been  carried  on  under  the  greatest  difficulty. 
There  have  been  no  troops  in  training  in  the 
District  but  tiie  Auxiliary  Military  hospital  mas  received  a 
large  number  of  wounded  soldiers. 

The  Belgian  Refugees  in  the  District  have  been 
practically  tne.  same  in  number  as  the  previous  years.  They 
are  all  in  regular  worn  and  conduct  themselves  well. 

THK  POOD  3UPP1Y  of  the  District  has  been  maintained  and  great 

credit  is  due  to  those  who  nave  controlled  tne  supply,  as 
there  nas  always  been  an  adequate  supply  of  necessary  food; 
and  no  cases  nave  been  brought  to  my  notice  of  injury  to 
health  on  account  of  either  quality  or  quantity  of  food 


of  luxuries  and  the 


obtainable.  In  my  opinion  the  scarcity 
lac},  of  tiie  opportunity  for  over  indulgence  nan  more  tnan 
counterbalanced  any  snort aye  in  the  amount  of  certain 
articles  of  food. 

Ida  noL'uIHCr  AUUO.liOmTIGir  in  tiie  District  has  been  still  more 


severely  taxed  tnan  during  tne  previous  year  and  tiie  supply  of 
cottages  for  tne  morning  class  and  tne  smaller  nouses  for  tne 
lower  middle  class  has  been  very  much  below  tne  demand ; many 
families  Have  been  unable  to  come  into  tne  District  as  resident 
on  account  of  tne  impossibility  of  finding  dwellings.  It  is 
urgently  necessary  tnat  tne  building  of  cottages  and  small 
Houses  should  be  carried  out  at  tne  earliest  po  ss  n)ld  moment . 

I am  strongly  of  opinion  tnat  tne  provision  of  adequate  nous  lug 
accommodation  by  Local  Authorities  will  materially  lessen  tne 
number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  ana  otner  diseases. 


THU  REMOVAL  Gi1  HOUSE  P.LLU3E  and  the  worn  of  scavenging  tne  road 
Has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

SCHOOLS.  t nave  regularly  vis  ted  tiie  Elementary  Schools  and 
Grammar  School  and  am  satisfied  tnat  tney  are  all  in  a healthy 
and  sanitary  condition.  All  tne  Elementary  Schools  were  closed 
for  three  weens  in  tne  Spring  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
Measles  and  again  shortly  before  Christmas  for  a similar  period 
in  consequence  of  tne  Influenza  Epis 

VITAL  STATISTICS.  Tne  number  . deaths  registered  in  tne 
District  was  96  and  of  these  13  were  non-residents  and  9 
deaths  of  residents  occurred  away  from  the  District  so  that 
the  corrected  number  is  91.  Six  infants  died  under  the  age 
of  one  year,  3 of  them  being  certified  as  of  premature 
oirth  and  lived  only  from  one  to  six  hours,  lour  of  tries e 
mi ants  were  illegitimate.  The  infantile  mortality  is  at 
one  rate  o - V 6*9  per  1G00  net  births.  me  number  of 
Births  registered  was  again  below  the  number  of  deaths  and 
cmly  amounted  to  78  of  whom  38  were  boys  and  10  girls . 

There  were  7 illegitimate  births.

ZYMOTIC  BI&BA3E&.  Measles  wane  prevalent  during  tne  early 


months  oi1  tne  year,  9Ci  cases  being  notified , one  deatn 
occurring  from  this  cause. 

Whooping  cougii  was  also  present  during  tne  sane  'period 
SH  cases  being  notified. 

Inere  were  16  cases  of  Scarlet  lever,  15  of  wmicn  were 
removed  to  tne  oi  eolation  Hospital  whore  one  of  tnem  died. 

Dipt her ia  accounted  for  9 oases  , of  wnicn  C were  removed 
to  Hospital  and  all  recovered. 

Twelve  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  10  deaths 
from  tnis  disease  were  registered.

these  was*  deducted  from  tile  total  deaths  it  will  be  seen  that 
one  in  every  seven  of  tiie  remaining  deatns  was  due  to  Tuberculosi

Influenza  was  also  present.

and  Enteric  lever  (tne  latter  a ooldier  at  tne  Auxiliary  Military 
Hospital)  have  also  been  notified. 


THE  BTIDiUO  Cl  IMELUEITZm.  This  disease  appeared  in  an  Up: 


form  in  the  latter  part  of  October  and  was  virulent  until  the  end 
of  December.  During  this  period 33  deatns  took  place  and  earlier 


in  the  year  3 deatns  were  registered,  one  on  April  15th.  and 
tne  other  on  July  15tn.  In  19  of  tnese  deatns  Pneumonia  was  the 
immediate  cause  of  death  and  in  the  remaining  five  Brights  Disease 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  meningitis  were  also  present  in  3 
cases,  the  remaining  two  being  certified  as  dying  of  Cardiac 
failure.  It  is  difficult  to  form  an  exact  estimate  of  tne  number 
of  cases  but  I am  of  opinion  that  approximately  10^  of  tne 
inhabitants  of  the  District  were  affected.  The  special  feature 
of  this  Epidemic  compared  with  tnose  of  previous  years  is  the 
large  number  of  children  affected.  The  period  of  incubation  is 
probably  very  short,  Ad  hours  or  so,  and  the  period  of  infect ivity 
appears  to  last  until  tne  end  of  the  feverish  stage  and  not  longer

Of  the  large  number  of  deaths  none  occurred  in  children  under 
10  years,  4 in  those  under  00,  0 between  30  and  30,  4 between 


V 


30  and  4Q,  between  40  and  50,  and  only  3 over  the  age  of  50. 
It  is  tnus  evident  that  tne  greatest  fatality  is  amongst  young 


adults  between  30  and  30  years. 

The  special  feature  about  the  cases  of  Pneunor.ia 
which  ended  fatally  was  the  rapid  progress  of  the  disease, 
some  cases  dying  on  the  third  or  fourth  day. 


The  method  of  spread  is  by  the  breath  of  infected 
persons,  and  is  ver5-r  intense  from  tne  first  onset  of  the  disease 
The  present  day  popularity  of  hi noma  ^entertainments  and  other 


places  of  Amusement , haj^ j^gr eg t share  in  producing  the  serious 
extent  of  the  present  , as  there  is  abundant  evidence 

that  tne  crowding  of  people  together  is  the  most  fertile  cause 
of  spreading  the  infection  and  conversely  plenty  of  fresh  air, 
good  food  and  clothing  are  tne  best  means  to  avoid  it.

I nave  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my 
Sixteenth  Annual  Report  which  shows,  in  tabular  iorm , the  work 
accomplished  or  taken  in  hand,  by  tne  sani t ary  Department  during 
the  year  ending  31st,  December,  1918. 

There  have  been  1110  nuisances  dealt  with,  £01 
have  received  the  attention  or  owners,  and  209  minor  defects, 
affecting  the  drainage  of  private  houses,  most  partial 
stoppages  to  drains  and  gullies  of  a temporary  character  when 
the  cost  was  likely  to  be  small,  have  been  attended  to  by  the 
Counc il ' s workmen . 


The  iollowing  is  a summary  of  the  sanitary  defects 
remedied,  they  vary  in  character,  but  all  have  a more  or  less 
detrimental  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  Community

District  and  11  Purveyors  of  Milk.  Quarterly  inspections  have 
heen  made  of  the  former  during  the  year  and  they  have  been  Kept 
in  a cleanly  condition  and  well  lime washed;  several  minor  deiects 
have  been  carried  out. 

Thirty  four  samples  of  new  milk  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  who  certified  all  as  "'genuine  ne\f  milk8  with 
one  exception,  as  this  was  not  a bad  case,  a warning  was  issued 

to  the  vendor  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.. 

.FaC  1 os  WORDS  rUPS  AC  T 1901  . 

There  were  entered  on  the  Register  on  December  31st.  1918, 
38  Factories,  GO  Workshops,  9 Bakehouses,  and  3 Outworkers. 

14,0  inspections  have  been  made  and  7 preliminary  notices  have 
been  served  Upon  the  occupiers  to  remedy  sanitary  defects,  these 
have  all  been  complied  with. 

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR.  Daily  inspections  have  been  made  at  the  Public 
Abattoir,  and  all  slaughtering  was  found  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  During  the  year  337  lbs.  of  beef  94  lbs. 
of  pork,  IQ  lbs,  of  fat  and  369  lbs  of  livers-  fold  other  internal 
ccrgans  were  found  to  be  deseased  and  were  surrendered . This 
diseased  meat  was  destroyed  and.  made  into  pig  and  poultry  foods. 
One  cwt.  of  mussels  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  food. 

REMOVAL  OF  ho u ceroid  REFUSE.  The  sum  of  AiBlli  13:10  has  been 


expended  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  3,865  loads  of  house 


refuse,  3010  loads  oi*  wnich  nave  been  destroyed  at  tne 
Destructor  Works  and  355  loads  taken  to  Cocken  and.  and  other 
tips . 

smoke  ODohRVAl I oils . Twelve  observations  lor  black  smoke  were 
made  at  tne  chimneys  in  connection  with  the  steam  boilers  at 
the  various  works.  Done  of  these  observations  show  good  results. 
I having  called  tne  attention  of  the  owners  or  Managers  to  tne 
fact,  and  in  earn  case  war  conditions  vis,  labour  and  quality 
oi'  fuel  are  ascribed  to  be  largely  res  pons  i ole , happily  these 
are  likely  to  be  removed,  very  .Soon,  when  we  shall  be  able  to 
press  for  these  nuisances  to  be  abated.
